And the Negroes Wil! Not Do the Voting in 
Order that a Few White Men May Be 
Put Into Sneg Places. 


wasutncton, February 19.—[Special]—The 
delegation of North Carolina negroes, who 
have been holding indignation meetings in the 
hotel lobbies here for a week past, denouncing 
the administration and the white republicans 
of North Carolina for gobbling up all the 
offices, and leaving them out in the cold, are 
on the verge of being silenced. It will be 
done by giving them offices. They have cited 
the case of the distribution of patronage in 
Georgia, Where negroes haye been put into 
gome of the best paying offices in the state, 
while in their state the negro gets nothing. 
Their barangues here have brought on a dele- 
gation of white republicans from the tar heel 
state, composed of John B. Eves, collector 
of the fifth district; Charles Price, district 
attorney; A. W. Shapper, postmaster at Ra- 
leigh; Logue Harris, chairman of the repub- 
lican state committee, and others who are now 
attempting to pacify the blacks. 

J.H. Williamson, the leader of the negro 
kickers here, who served twelve years in the 
North Carolina senate, says the negroes of his 
state will never support Harrison again, and 
that politically he is killing himself by his ap- 
pointments. 

“(fall the North Carolina offices,’’ he says, 
“the negro has only been given messenger 
and laborers’ places, to the amount of $4,000 a 
year, while the whites have gobbled 
up $420,000 = worth, nd = this = in 
face of the fact that the negro composes ninety 
per cent of the party in North Carolina. 
What is the use of keeping up a party organi- 
gation? He says: “If we doit any longer we 
are fools. The recognition of the white man’s 
party has had the effect of stamping out the 
spirit of every colored man in the republican 
party, and I tell you, Harrison can’t get the 
next delegation from our state. He is already 
dead politically.” 

Wiiliainson will probably be the first negro 
to get an oftice. 

PENDLETON MUST GO. 

The elections committee of the house today 
reached an understanding that the AtkKinson- 
Pendleton contested election case should be 
called up on next Wednesday. It is said that 
this arrangement has been brought about by an 
understanding that Mr. Pendleton shall vote 
for Chicago as the site for the world’s fair. It 
has been a foregone conclusion for weeks that 
Mr. Pendleton would be unseated, and he has 
not been ignorant of the fact, though ex- 
tremely anxious to serve as long as possible. 
The rumor is that Mr. Pendleton will be al- 
lowed to held his seat until the close of next 
week, onthe distinct understanding that he 
votes on all propositions in favor of Chicago 
while the world’s fair bill is being considered. 
The final vote on the world’s fair bill comes 
on next Monday, and will be Mr. Pendleton’s 
last chance at legislation in this congress.” He 
has cut an unfortunate figure, and it will bea 
relief to his own party to have him retire from 
congress, even though a republican takes his 
place. 

MAT DAVIS I8 SAFE. 

The appointment of Mat Davis to be post- 
master at Athens is now lying in the presi- 
dent’s desk at the white house. Mr. Harrison 
has gone to Pittsburg and will not send any 
more nominations to the senate until Friday. 
That of Mat Davis will be in the first batch 
Then the good Wanamaker will have his re- 
venge upon the merchants of Athens for their 
threats to boycott him. 

‘Uncle Billy’’ Bowers, of Hart county, was 
today appointed supervisor of the second Geor- 
gia census district. He is Buck’s man. ‘‘Uncle 
Billy’ was the only man in Georgia who 
voted for Lincoln for president. His reward, 
however, comes very late. The old man is 
nearly ninety yearsjof age. 

THE ATHENS PUBLIC BUILDING. 

Mr. Carlton’s bill to establish a federal court 
at Athens, to be known as the eastern division 
of the northern judicial district of Georgia, 
passed the house today upon motion of Mr. 
Carlton. He already has assurances that it 
will pass the senate. 

The following counties are included in the 
new district: Banks, Clark, Elbert, Frank- 
lin, Greene, Habersham, Hart, Jackson, 
Morgan, Madison, Oglethore, Oconee and 
Walton. At the request of Mr. Candler, 
Rabun, Towns, Union and White counties 
were stricken out of the original bill. 

Mr. Carlton will soon introduce a bill for a 
public building at Athens. 

A dozen congressmen, headed by Mr. Carl- 


let those men alone, and remain in his room 
until 1 returned, as I was going out tothe 
country and would be absent acouple of hours, 
and was absent about three hours. On my re- 
turn I went to Saunders’s room, but he was 
gone. I asked ty Langford, who was 
there, where was, and he said he 
didn’t know, but he was afraid he had been 
decoyed away, as the. last he saw of him he 
was with McFarlin. I went over to the 
courthouse, and there found the 
sheriff of Gadsden county, who 
had arranged to accompany Saunders 
and his priscner to Pensacola, and asked if he 
knew where Saunders was. He said he did 
not; that Saunders told him he was gomg to 
take adrive into the country and would be 
back at 4 o'clock. 
BRINGING IN THE BODY. 

While we were talking, aman named Mitch- 
ell drove up to the courthouse with Saunders’s 
dead body in a buggy and turned the body 
over to the sheriff. Saunders was shot through 
the neck, The pistol ball, probably a 38-calibre 
ball, entered the left side of the neck near the 
jugular vein and coming out just back of the 
right ear. The sheriff asked Mitchell if he 
killed Saunders and he said ‘‘no.’’ He then 
asked him if knew who did and he said 
“no.” He would make no _ further 
statements. The body wus carried out of the 
buggy and carried into the courthouse, 
and Mitchell drove off. Ilearned afterwards, 
from a reliable source, that Saunders was seen 
driving out of townina buggy with Mitchell and 
McFarlin, and I found in Saunders’s pocket 
his pistol, every barrel loaded, and also a card 
which MeFarlin had left at the hotel for him 
in the afternoon. The prisoner mentioned in 
Saunders’s telegram wasa colored man, who 
had been arrested by the sheriff of Gadsden 
county for violation of the postal laws and 
coutined in Quincey jail. 

‘In order to shield both Saunders and my- 
self as faras possible, from assassination on 
the street after dark, I had arranged with the 
sheriff to deliver the prisoner at the train, 
which left at 5:40 o’cloek, and for the sheriff 
to accompany Saunders and the prisoner to 
Pensacola. J intended to leave the train at 
River Junction and attempt to make an arrest 
there. Afier the murder of Saunders I received 
intimations from friendlv sources that I was 
not safein that neighborhood, and it would be 
well for me to leave as quietly as possible. In 
view of what had occurred, and the utter hope- 
lessness of then accomplishing anything at 
River Junction, I took the evening train for 
Jacksonville.’’ 

Attorney-General Miller said today that no 
steps would be taken in this matter by the gov- 
ernment until after the president’s return from 
Allegheny City. 


STILL SPOUTING. 


Senator Blair Taking Up Ali the Senate’s 
Time, 

WASHINGTON, February 19.—The resolution 
heretofore offered in the senate by Mr. 
Chandler, calling on the attorney general for 
information as to the assassination of W. B. 
Saunders, deputy United States marshal in the 
northern district of Florida, was taken up, and 
Mr. Pasco proceeded to address the senate in 
explanation of the facts and circumstances of 
the case. Mr. Pasco had not concluded his 
statement when the hour of 2 o’clock arrived, 
and the educational bill came up as unfinished 
business. 

Mr. Blair, however, yielded the floor to Mr. 
Wilson, of Iowa, on whose motion the senate 
bill appropriating $100,000 for a public build- 
ing at Fort Dodge, Iowa, was taken from the 
calendar and passed—Mr. Call ealling atten- 
tion to the faet that this was the fourth public 
building bill passed for Iowa at this session. 

On motion of Mr. Stockbridge, the senate 
bill appropriating $100,000 for a public build- 
ing at Lansing, Mich., was taken from the 
calendar and passed. 

Mr. Blair then resumed his argument in 
favor of the education bill. 

Mr. Dolph asked him if he would yield fora 
motion for an executive session, 

Mr. Blair—Oh, no, unless I am obliged to. 
Ihave only got two days left. Executive 
sessions seem to come with unaccountable 
frequency at this time, we had two of them 
yesterday. I hope the senator will not press 
that motion now. WhatI am saying is too 
interesting. [{Laughter.] 

Mr. Dolph did not insist on the motion for 
an executive session, and Mr. Blair went on 
with the reading of reports and letters as to 
illiteracy in the south—commenting upon 
them as he went along. 

Finally at 4:45, he yielded for Mr. Dolph’s 
motion, and after an executive session, the 
senate at 5:30 adjourned. 


THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Discussing the Oklahoma Bill and Other 
Matters. 

WASHINGTON, February 19.—Mr. Butter- 
worth, of Ohio, from the committee on patents, 
presented a favorable report upon the bill pro- 
viding for the appointment of representatives 
on the part of the United States to the inter- 
national industrial conference at Madrid, 
Spain, April 1, 1890. : 

Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, objected to its con- 
sideration although Mr. Butterworth declared 
that the effect would be to deny the United 
States representation at the conference. 

Mr. Rowell, of Illinois, chairman of the 
committee on elections, gave notice that he 
would call up the West Virginia contested 
election case of Atkinson vs. Pendleton for 
consideration next Wednesday.

MARSHAL MIZELL’S REPORT. 


The Killing of Deputy Marshal Saunders 
Near Quincy, Florida. 

WASHINGTON, February 19.—The report of 
John R. Mizell, United States marshal of 
Florida, in regard to the Saunders case was 
made public today. He says that on the 12th 
inst. he received a telegram from Deputy 
Marshal W. B. Saunders, at Pensacola, saying 
that he would leave that night for Quincy for 
a prisoner in jail there, and asking that the 
marshal send him any help he might call for 
while there. He also replied by telegraph 
that he would leave Jacksonville that night 
and meet Saunders at Quincy. He left Jack- 
sonville on the 7:30 o’clock train on the night 
of the 12th, taking with him Special Deputy 
Langford, and they arrived at Quincy about 
3 o'clock next morning. He continues, 

THE TRIP TO THE COUNTRY. 

“I went to the hotel and waited for Saunders, 
who arrived on an eastbound train about 5 
o'clock. After breakfast, I sent Saunders and 
Langford to make an arrest, about six miles 
out in the country, and waited at the hotel for 
their return. They returned about 1 o'clock 
having failed to find their man. About 10:50 
o’clock a. m. Wi’ ‘am M. McFarlin. of Quincy 
called at the hotel tosee Saunders. ‘He seemed 
much surprised to find me there, but greeted 
me in'a friendly manner and walked over to 
the courthouse where I went to make some in- 
quiries about a venire for jurors for the United 
States court and left me there. At dinner 
time he returned and invited me 
and Captain Allison, who was present, to dine 
with him at the hotel and we accepted the in- 
vitation. Soon after McFarlin invited me to 
take a drive with him that evening, but I de- 
clined. Wethen lei Sthe hotel and on the 
street met Saunders“hd Langford. McFar. 
lin urged Saunders to comeinand dine with 
him, but Saunders replied that he had been to 
dinner, and McFarlin then said that he (Saun- 
ders) must take a drive with him. I called 
Saunders away, and took him to his room 
where I told him that I had 
every reason to believe that there 
Was a ploi to murder him, and he must ay no

The remainder of the day’s session was oc- 
cupied in the discussion of the Oklahoma bill, 
but without action, committee rose. 

Saturday afternoon, March 22d was sect apart 
for delivery of eulogies upon late representa- 
tive Edward J. Gay, of Louisiana, and Thurs- 
day evening, April 3d, was fixed for the de- 
livery of — upon the late representative 
S. S. Cox, of New York. 

The house then at 5:35, adjourned. 


WILL LOCK THEM OUT. 


The Senators Will Keep Reporters from Ex- 
ecutive Sessions. 

WASHINGTON, February 19.—The reports of 
the action of the body upon the British extra- 
dition yesterday, printed in the papers today, 
was the cause of the question being considered 
today. Among the measures suggested as 
likely to accomplish the desired end,was one to 
entirely clear the senate wing ¢f the capitol 
during executive sessions of all persons except 
senators and those employes whose duties re- 
quire them to be present. One senator was of 
the opinion that the committee on rules should 
investigate the subject, and report what is nec- 
essary to secure the desired privacy of pro- 
ceedings, but this was not pressed, Samael as 
the resolution providing for investigation had 
already been referred to another com- 
mittee based upon reports of the ac- 
tion of the senate on Indian Commis- 
sioner Morgan’s nomination. Another 
senator expressed the opinion that the senate 
ought either to secure absolute secrecy through 
its members and employes, or else arrange to 
furnish a statement of business transacted for 
publication. Under the present condition of 
thi injustice is often done toa senator by 
the publication of a false report respecting his 
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| Aetion in the ganate, and ho ie compelled to 
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suffer under it, being precluded from asking or 
making a correction. : 

The senate adjourned without taking any 
action. Sentiment is growing among mem- 
bers injfavor of the position taken by 
Teller and Platt, that nominations. should be 
considered in 1 ative session, or if that 
cannot be done, of making public at once the 
action of the senate thereon. 


PEACE EN IOWA, 


And a Democratic Speaker Presides Over 
the House. 


DesMornes, Ia.; February 19.—When the 
announcement was made that the democrats 
had accepted the proposition made by the 
republicans of the house, the chamber was a 
scene of great activity. Upto date, in the five 
weeks and three y A session, ninety-one 
ballots haye been taken for teinporary clerk 
and 136 for speaker. The house was called to 
order again at 4.0’clock, and, on motion of Mr. 
Walden, an adjournment was taken until :30. 
The republicans went into caucus at ence to 
nominate persons to fill the vacancies on the 
ticket and determine what committees they 
would hare. 

At the evening session of the house at the 
137th roll call, Hamilton (democrat) was 
unanimously elected speaker. 

Mr. Chutley, of Mills, and Johnston, of Du- 
buque, members who were in the deadlock of 
1874, were appointed a committee to escort the 
permanent speaker to the chair. The cath of 
oftice was adininistered by Mr. Hotchkiss, and, 
after a few remarks, Mr. Hamilton assumed 
the duties of office. The remainder of officers 
were then chosen. The rules of the twenty- 
second general assembly were adopted until 
rules can be reported on journal. A resolution 
calling for joint session tomorrow to canvass 
the vote for governor and lieutenant-governor 
was adopted. The house then adjourned till 
10:30 tomorrow morning. 


GERMAN GOSSIP. 


‘Preparing for the Electors—Bismarck and 
the Emperor. 


BERLIN, February 19.—An extra force of 

lice is on duty in all the principal thorough- 

ares tonight in consequence of the apprehen- 
sion of disorders due to the elections. 

The Freissenige Zeitung says that Prince 
Bismarck has ordered an inyentorg to be made 
of his personal effects in the palace, or minis- 
terial residence in Wilhehn strasse, in view of 
his resignation and retirement. 

Semi-official papers continue in their com- 
ments to indicate Herr Boettisher as the 
prince’s successor, and to refer to him in terms 
of high commendation. 

The Hamburger Nachrichten admits that 
there was a difference of opinion between the 
emperor and Prince Bismarck before the impe- 
rial rescripts were published, but says that a 
compromise was reached later. 


Deathiof Joseph Biggar. 

Lonpon, February 19.—Mr. Joseph Gillis 
Biggar, the well-known home-ruler and mem- 
ber of the house of commons for the west di- 
vision of the county Cavana, died today at 
Clapham, a suburb of London. He was sixty- 
two years old. Mr. Biggar’s death was caused 
by heart disease. He was present in the house 
of commons last evening, and was one of the 
tellers in the division on Mr. Parnell’s amend- 
ment to the address in reply to the queen’s 
speech, asking for the repeal of the coercion 
act. 


He Will be Lynched. 


KNQXVILLE, Tenn., February 19.—Yester- 
day afternoon, Jake Staples, a negro who has 
been working for a farmer named Rufe Lewis, 
near Heiskell’s station, twelve miles from this 
city, took advantage of her husband’s absence 
and attacked Mrs. Lewisin a criminal manner, 
Staples Hed, but was pursued by infuriated 
menand women. He was captured and is 
now tied securely in the depot at Heiskell’s. 
Dozens of armed men are flocking in, and, 
although an effort will be made to bring the 
prisoner here, it is thought he will be lynched. 


: New Yark’s Fair Bill Passes. 

ALBANY, N. Y., February 19.—The world’s 
fair conference report was adopted in the as- 
sembly by a vote of 119 to1, Mr. King, of New 
York, voting in the negative. The senate this 
afternoon agreed to the conference report. The 
bill now goes to the governor, who has an- 
nounced that he will sign it. 

The senate this afternoon passed the Saxton 
ballot reform bill by a vote of 19 to 9. 


Why He Disappeared. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., February 19.—Four weeks 
ago R. E. H. Smith, who represented the Cor- 
bin Banking Co., of New York city, and who 
had opened a large plantation store at Elmy, 
La., disappeared. An investigation of his af- 
fairs, which closed last night, shows a deficit 
of $40,000.

THE CASE COMES UP IN DECATUR 
ah ee 


The School Feather and Medical Student Say 
Evidence Against Him Is Bad. 


Decatur, Ga., February 19.—{Special.}— 
For the first time since he made his escape 
from the DeKalb county jail last fall, |A.D. 
Revier passed through the prison door this 
morning @n foute to the county courthouse to 
answer the charge of murder. 

Thé trialisnow in progress and presents 
many interesting features. 

On the morniing of the 2d of April lasta 
man was found dead beside the {Georgia rail- 
road track at Stone Mountain. His face was 
horribly battered and bruised and a bullet hole 
was found under one eye, while an ugly gash, 
crushing the skull with it, was over the other. 
To all who gazed atthe dead man it was ap- 
parent that he haa been brutally murdered, 
and that an attempt had been made to place 
the body upon the railroad track over which 
trains were moving every hour. 

The dead man was found early in the morn- 
ing, and before breakfast nearly everybody in 
Stone Mountain had gazed upon the disfigured 
face. 

But no one recognized him. 

He was an absolute stranger to everybody. 

Beside the body was found a piece of steel 
about eighteen inches long, sharpened at both 
ends. The point of the bar fitted the wound 
in the forehead so perfectly that every one was 
satisfied it had been used in accomplishing the 
murder. 

But when the dead man’s clothing was 
searched; nothing was secured except two or 
three railroad schedules. 

For amhour or two nothing indicating a solu- 
tion of the tragedy could be obtained, but 
when the accommodation train passed the 
Mountain on its way to Atlanta, some one 
recognized the dead man as one of two who 
had boarded the accommodation the evening 
before at Clarkston and had gotten off at Stone 
Mountain. With this the officers began work, 
and at Clarkston secured from Mr. Jolly the 
description of two men who had been in that 
place the morning before, and who had eaten 
supper at his house. 

ne of the descriptions suited the dead man. 

But who was the other? = 

Among others to whom the descriptions 
were repeated was Mr. Henry McCord, of At- 
lanta, and as he heard the stories, he asked : 

‘And you say he wore a high silk hat?” 

‘‘Yes,”’ answered the officer. 

“Then I know where he is. He 
onght to be about . Conyers by 
this time, I was standing on the rear plat- 
form of the train as we came down and just 
below Lithonia, he passed along beside the 
track walking towards Conyers.”’ 

The officers and Mr. McCord, too, tele- 
graphed Marshal Austin, of Conyers, describ- 
ing thg party and just at the edge of the town, 
Deputy Marshal Smith founda man answer- 
ing the description. The man was a stranger 
to the}deputy and was in the act of paying a boy 
for black his shoes, when he was placed un- 
der arrety To the officer the man gave his 
name as A, D. Revier, saying that he was fiv- 
ing in Augusta, having moved _ there 
from Stone Mountain. The prisoner 
was taken to the depot, where he was searched 
and guarded until he could be brought up to 
Stone Mountain. Several letters and quite a 
roll of bills were found upon him and were 
taken in charge by the officers. Soon after his 
arrest the prisoner asked fora lawyer, and 

YXolonel Thomas Gleaton was sent for, and 
with him Revigy held’a long conversation. 

The prisoner was brought to Stone Moun‘ain 
on the first train, and was there identified by 
Mr. McCord as the man he had seen near 
Lithonia, and by Mr. Jolly and severa! others, 
as the man who was in Clarkston with the 
dead man the day before the killing. 

Revier was no stranger to those who gathered 
about him when he reached the Mountain. 
His home had been there once, and near there 
he married a popular, accomplished young 
lady. But to those who began to question 
him about the offense, he remained absolutely 
quiet further than to say he did not Know or 
never had seen the dead man. 

Before Revier had reached Stone Mountain, 
Justice McCurdy organized a jury of inquest, 
and began an investigation. The finding of 
the body was described to the jury, and the 
story of the two strangers in Clarkston the 
morning before was related. Then by the same 
witnesses these two strangers were subse- 
quently identified. 

One was the dead man. 

The other was the prisoner, A. D. Revier. 

Soon after Revier reached Stone Mountain 
he was led to Veal’s hall, where he was placed 
under guard. Then his clothing was searched 
carefully, and upon his coat and silk hat stains 
were found. These Dr. Summy examined 
closely, and then said: 

**Those are blood stains.”’ 

Revier’s coat and hat were then taken from 
him and others were given him. On top of 
the hat were three or four spots larger than a 
large pin-head, and one of these Dr. Summy 
removed. This he placed in a glass and, after 
dissolving it, made an examination with a 
microscope. Ashe laid away his magnifying 
glass the doctor remarked: 

‘*That is blood, and human blood, too. Of 
that there can be no doubt.”’ 

All the evidence before the jury of inquest 
indicated that Revier had done the killing, 
and he was sent to jail to await the action of 
the grand jury. 

The dead man, however, could not be iden- 
tified, and was buried at Stone Mountain. Be- 
fore he was laid away, however, Solicitor Can- 
dler had several photographs of his face taken, 
and these photographs now play a prominent 
part in the trial. 

The two men, who were at Clarkston, car- 
ried a small satchel and a package about eigh- 
teen inches long. Revier had the satchel, and 
in it was something which rattled 
as he threw it over his shoulder. The other 
man carried the package and paid for the 
twa suppers, exhibiting quite a roll of bills. 
Tho satchel, however, could not be found, but 
several weeks after the murder a brace, some 
bits and some dynamite were found in astump 
near Lithonia, and these are now in evidence 
against the prisoner. 

This is the story of the crime for which 
Revier is now being tried for his life. 

When the Sy was led from the jail 
this morning by Sheriff Austin he was met 
by his wife, and the meeting was affecting in- 
deed. The prisoner entered the courtroom 
with her, and advancing to a table, around 
which the itd + were sitting, took a chair 
between Colonel Milton Candler and Colonel 
Gleaton. He was dressed neatly and his linen 
was as white as could be. A large scarf hung 
from his collar, and upon it Seslagek conspic- 
uously was a Masonic pin. He appeared to be 
enjoying fine heaith and is much stonter than 
he was a year As he sat down his wife 
drew a chair close to him, and with interest 
watched everything. 

It was 11 o’clock when a jury was finished, 
and the prisoner entered his plea. The jury 
is:

Deputy 
Nash said that he had received papers from 
Marshal Austin, and had given them to, Solic- 
itor Candler. 

“You gave me everything, didn’t you?’’ 
asked the solicitor. | 

‘Everything except the dynamite, and you 
said you was afraid of that.” 

This was Colonel Gleaton’s time to join the 
crowd in a broad smile. 

The possession of the papers, however, eould 
not be proven, and Judge Clark adjourned 
court till tomorrow morning, instructing Mar- 
shal Austin to fetch the receipt from Conyers 
so that the papers could be traced. 

The trial will be resumed tomorrow morning 
at 9 o’clock. The state has two more witnesses, 
and will consume the first hour of the morning, 
when the defense will begin. It is not known 
yet whether the defense will introduce any 
testimony other than testimony as to Revier’s 
character, 

The work today has been marked by close 
prey. between the attorneys. Every inch 
of the ground has been hotly contested and 
Judge Clark has had to give decision after 
decision. But in every instance his rulings 
were so clear and plain that the audience weut 
with him. 

The state so far has failed to make its case 
as strong as it was presumed would be done. 
However, Solicitor Candler and his associate, 
Colonel Stewart, have succeeded in placing 
Revier in a very bad fix. 

Tle prisoner has been well coached by his 
attorneys and maintains the same silence as 
when first arrested on the of the crime.

TY FASTEN ANY GUILT UPON JON 
WYLY 


WHO IS SET AT LIBERTY AGAIN 
The Murderer Cannct Look His Victim in the 
Face—Mrs. Wyly [Faiuts Whea Her 
Husband Is Released. 


Brreuineuan, Ala., February 19.—[Special.] 


John Wyly, who was accused by Dick Hawes 


of having murdered the latter’s wife and 
children for $200, was tried today ard dis 
charged. 

The only evidence of impostance against 
Wyly was that of Dick Hawes himself. 

ON THE STAND TWO HOURS. 

Hawes was on the stand nearly two hours, 
and told in substance the same «tory he told 
Sheriff Smith and his brother Jim two weeks 
ago. Hawes could not look Wryly in the face, 
and on cross examination he became bad! y con- 
fused several times. He told his story very 
glibiy until he came tothe murder of little 
May, his oldest child, and then he hesitated. 

CLAIMS THE COURT'S PROTECTION. 

Cross examined he was asked: 

“What did you do with May on the Monday 
night she was killed ?”’ 

“I brought her to the city that night.” 

“‘Then what did you do with her?” 

“T refuse to answer.” 

*‘Do you know how she was killed ?”’ 

Again Hawes refused to answer, and when 
the attorneys for Wyly pressed the question, 
he appealed to the court to sustain him in his 
refusal to answer the question. 

Under the hot fire of cross-questions Hawes 
grew very restless, pulled nervously at his 
mustache, and at times his words were almost 
inaudible. He seemed much relieved when 
he was finally allowed to leave the stand. 

WYLY IS DISCHARGED. 

The courtroom was crowded to its utmost 
capacity, and hundreds of ladies took ad- 
vantage of this—their last opportunity—to see 
the notorious murderer. 

When the evidence was all in, the court 
promptly announced: 

“The defendant is discharged:”’ 

THREE CHEERS GIVEN. 

The decision was received with three cheers 
by the crowd, and nearly every one present 
pressed forward to congratulate Wyly. His 
wife, who was present during the trial, fainted 
when she heard the good news. 

When told of the decision, Hawes frowned 
and said it was what he expected. Wyly left 
for his home in Atlanta tonight. 

JIM HAWES IN BIRMINGHAM. 

Jim Hawes had along talk with Dick this 
morning, but declined to be interviewed on the 
subject of their conversation. All that he 
would say, was that Dick told him nothing 
new. Dick was today offered $250 for his 
autobiography and a full confession, but dee 
clined the proposition.

The Case Against the Sharon Prisoners Falls 
Fiat. 

AveusTa, Ga., Febriary 19.—[{Special.J}— 
The investigation of the witnesses in the Sharon 
postoftice conspiracy case failed to develop a 
sensation today. 

The defendants and their attorneys were not 
present, and there were not adozen persons in 
the courtroom outside of the officers and wit- 
nesses.

5 
only a few yards distant from the noisy crowd, 
who were hooting and mene and firing 
pistols. Throughout the entire history of the 
affair, there is no evidence of any violence to 
anybody. While itis true that the citizens be- 
came excited and did some very foolish things, 
and made some silly threats in writing, and 
somebody is guilty of a technical violation of 
the statue in reference to intimidation, 
_ the facts remain that Duckworth had 

n. for a week in the peaceful possession of 
the postoftice when these arrest were made, 
that nobody has ever offered him or anyone 
else the slightest violence, and that the gov- 
ernment is going out of its way to make a sen- 
sation out of a childish ebullition of temper on 
the part of the community which had already 
settled back into its accustomed quiet and 
reconciled itself to the situation. , 

THE OTHER WITNESSES. 

Besides Duckworth, his two clerks, his part- 
ner in his farm, and his landlady, were ex- 
amined, but no new facts were elected. The 
case fell rather flat today, and outside of a 
technical violation of the statue in reference 
to intimidation, nothing has been proven. 
Certainly nothing has been shown on the part 
of the people of Sharon that was nearly so 
great an outrage as the conduct of the United 
States marshal and his deputies in marching 
into a peaceful community and arresting 
leading law-abiding and representative citi- 
zens, with Winchester rifles in their hands, as 
though they had been ordered to quell a riot. 
The action of the people of Sharon in not 
resenting such an irritating and menacing 
proceeding is very creditable to the 
good order of the community. 


COFFEE BEFORE THE JURY. 


He Offers No Defense, but Makes a State- 
ment. 

GAINESVILLE, Ga., February 19.—([Spe- 
cial * good day’s work has been done on 
the Coffee case today. At 8:30 o’clock His 
Honor C.J. Wellborn called the court to or- 
der. The bill of indictment charging Mr. 
Coffee with murder was read by Solicitor How- 
ard Thompson, and the defendant pleaded not 
guilty. The first witness introduced in behalf 
of the state was L. D. Puckett, who had sur- 
veyed the scene of the tragedy, and had made 
a diagram of the restaurant and surroundings 
showing the relative position of objects. Ten 
other witnesses were introduced touching va- 
rious things connected with the killing and 
the surroundings, as follows: United States 
Deputy Marshal F. F, Cape and T. F. Osborne, 
who accompanied Mr. Merritt on the night 
that he met his tragic death. .Next Mrs. Scott 
Logan, Messrs. J. H. and H. H. and Tom 
Huggins, Elias Orr, colored, Mage J. Smith, 
Dr. W. G. Ham and Judge J. B. Gaston. At 
the conclusion of Judge Gaston’s evidence the 
state rested and the defendant with his coun- 
sel retired to the jury room 
and after a short consultation 
returned to the court, and through Judge 
Estes stated that the defendant would not in- 
troduce any evidence but would make a state- 
ment. 

The statement consumed fifteen or twenty 
minutes, the substance of it being in his own 
words as follows: ‘‘As to the killing of John 
Merrit I am as innocent as an angel in heaven, 
and God knows it. After his statement the 
argument was begun. Court adjourned until 
8:30 tomorrow morning. Three more speeches 
will follow in the morning.

THE EXPOSITION PEOPLE MEET 
LAST NIGHT 


And Pass Kesolutions Calling on President 
Wylie and Vice-President Collier to 
Withdraw Their Resignations. 


The clouds which threatened the peace and 
harmony of the Piedmont exposition directorate 
have been dispelled. . 

Captain Wylie will continue as president o 
the exposition company, and Mr. Collier’s 
resignation has been withdrawn in order to 
give him an opportuhity to reconsider his 
action in submitting it to the board of directors. 

The special meeting which was called for 
last night was a very important one, and when 
it adjourned every member who took part in 
debate felt that with Captain Wylie remain- 
ing as president of the exposition, the success 
of this year’s enterprise is assured; 

The directors present at the meeting were: 
Mesrrs. Wilson, Spalding, Hope, Coolege, Phe- 
lan, Kingsberry, Walker, Fitten, Hill, Dough- 
erty, Grant, Castleman, Miles, Rice, Peters, 
Thompson, Snook, Gramling and J. A. Mil- 
ler. 

For several minutes after it was evident that 
no new comers were to te expected, Captain 
Wylie refrained from calling the meeting to 
order. He was evidently expecting some one, 
and it was not until Mr. Phelan stated that he 
had seen Mr. Collier and knew that he would 
not be present that Captain Wylie finally an- 
nounced that the meeting would proceed to 
business. 

MR. KINGSBERRY IN THE CHAIR. 

After a moment’s pause, Captain Wylie said 
that as he had some remarks to make, he 
would request Mr. Kingsberry to act as chair- 
man. 

Before doing so, Mr. Kingsberry said that he 
had a letter requesting information as to the 
race course, which he would like to know how 
toanswer. He was given the required in- 
formation, and he then took possession of the 
arm chair at the head of the table, and Cap- 
tain Wylie began to speak. 

He explained how at the last meeting of the 
stockholders, Mr.j Collier, at his request, sub- 
mitted a resolution empowering the board of 
directors to sell the unused land of the exposi- 
tion company to the extent of ninety acres, 
and apply the proceeds to the liquidation of 
the bonded indebtedness. He also explained 
how Mr. Spalding had introduced a resolution 
to the effect that the !and should not be sold, 
and also providing that no private sale would 
be allowed without the consent of the majority 
of the stockholders. 

THE IMPORTANCE OF HARMONY. 

Captain Wylie then continued by saying: 
“T am fully convinced that in the action that 
was taken at the last meeting nobody meant to 
reflect on me, or on any one else; but I do 
think it showed a want of confidence, and I 
want this board to be perfectly harmonious. 
To show that Ihave no feeling whatever in 
the matter other than a kindly one, I will say 
that I am perfectly willing to work under any 
person who may be chosen president. I am 
even anxious to work because I feel 
that this year the welfare of the 
city depends greatly on the 
success of the exposition, and to make it a 
success I know that every man, woman and 
child must work forit. I wish to say that Mr. 
Collier never saw that motion until he nead it 
here, and as I drew it up myself I did not per- 
haps make my meaning clear. What I wished 
to have done was not to sell the land, but to 
have the authority to do so lodged with the 
board of directors, so that they might dispose 
of a part of the property at such timé and in 
such way as seemed best to them. : 

Mr. Spalding. in arguing in support of his 
motion, ated thati§the by-laws mide nine 
directors a quorum, and, as five weré a major- 
ity of nine, it might oceur that five men could 
sell the land. He, therefore, wished to make 
it needful for a majority of the 
stockholders to give their ‘consent. 
Iwant to say that I have heard recently 
of the stock being sold for twenty-five cents 
onthe dollar, and it would be easy if men are 
willing to sell for that amount, for one man to 
obtain the controlling interest and order] the 
sale. I am now carrying m@e of the stock 
than I can afford, and yet I would not sell a 
share of it. I thought at the last meeting 
that. the directors should be given the power 
to sell thefland. Ithink so now, and as I 
think perfect accord should exist between the 
president and the directors I will ask you to 
accept my resignation. I have also in my 
hand Mr. Collier’s resignation, but as he is not 
here I do not like to hand it in.” 

WOULD NOT ACCEPT IT. 

Assoon as Mr. Wylie ceased speaking a 
storm of protests arose. ‘*Take it back,’’ 
‘Throw it in the fire,”” ‘‘We won’t accept it,’”’ 
and other similar cries came from all parts of 
the room. 

Mr. Gramling was first to get the fioor and 
he requested Mr. Wylie to withdraw his resig- 
tion. 

Mr. Kingsberry, from the chair, said: ‘TI 
think it is Captain Wylie’s duty to remain as 
president.” 

‘Allow me, gentlemen,” interrupted Cap- 
tain Wylie, ‘‘to retire from the room while you 
consider this matter.’’ 

*T introduced the matter,” said Mr. Jack 
Spalding, ‘‘and I wish to explain my inten- 
tions. I came here thoroughly oppsed to the 
sale of the land, and I am stil] opposed to it as 
a matter of policy.” 

He then explained how, by the by-laws, the 
directors had, without consulting the stock- 
holders, the right to dispose of the land, and 
he wished merely to protest against any sales 
taking place at the present time. 

‘“T had no intention,’’ he continued, ‘“‘of 
casting the slightest retlection on Mr. Wylie 
or on anybody else. yg are the last men of 
all others that it could have reflected upon. 
Captain Wylie could not possibly have voted 
unless a tie had occurred. Not a scintilla of 
an inclination to reflect on anybody entered 
my mind, and if that resolution was personally 
distasteful to anybody, I wish to withdraw 
it here and now as an evidence of my sincerity, 
I move that Captain Wylie and Mr. Collier be 
requested to withdraw their resignations and a 
vote of confidence be passed.’’ : 

A RISING VOTE OF CONFIDENCE. 

Béfore the motion could be seconded, Mr. 
Phelan rose and explained Mr. Collier’s 
position as he understood it. 

He was followed by Mr. Castleman,who pro- 
tested against the resignations being accepted. 
Nobody, he said, could be found so thoroughly 
fitted to fill the vacancies. 

A Papen, ag was taken on the motion intro- 
duced by Mr. Spalding, and the alacrity with 
which every man sprang to his feet left no 
doubt of the sentiment of the board. 

“2 appreciate your kindness,” said Captain 
Wylie, ‘‘and I withdraw my resignation.” 

great deal of applause followed. When 
quiet. was restored Captain Wylie said he 
would withdraw Mr. Collier’s gnation and 
if he were not satisfied he could submit it at 
the next meeting. 

After a few matters of routine business had 
been considered, President Wylie was author- 
ized to appoint a committee to procure a new 
electric engine, and another to seeif any ar- 
rangement could be made to take the city 
water to the exposition ground. * 

The meeting then adjourned.

The rapid development of the Alabama 
town of Sheffield recently is in many re- 
spects a vindication of the foresight of those 
Atlanta men whose investments in the town, 
when there was no town there, painted it 
with the rosy hues of a genuine boom. 

The boom died out to some extent, but 
Sheffield and its possibilities remained, and 
they have been growing and spreading ever 
since. The town is five years old and can 
count a*new furnace for each year. Its 
**booming’’ days are over, and it has now 
arrived at the age of genuine progress and 
real productiveness. 

A town aged five years cannot be said to 
be a veteran inany line of industry, but 
Sheffield is old enough to send a very sub- 
stantial challenge to Pittsburg, the iron 
center of the United States. Tuesday Shef- 
field shipped to Pittsburg nine barge loads of 
pigiron. It isin the nature of a _ greeting 
that will be responded to by a hearty salvo 
of shekels, so to speak. : 

There are two elements of significance in 
this item of information—first, the shipment 
§tself, and, second, the manner of it. The 
shipment is in part a fulfillment of the pre- 
diction so often made that the south would 
shortly compel the northern iron masters to 
seriously feel the effect of its competition. 
We say, in part, because this competition 
has already made itself felt in Pennsylvania, 
and has had the effect of controlling in some 
degree the price of iron. 

The manner of the shipment is equally 
important. The nine barge loads of pig iron 
will go to Pittburg by way of the Tennessee 
and Ohio rivers. The fact gives Sheffield 
an immense advantage in the iron business. 
The barges carried five thousand tons, and 
the difference in rates of transportation (as 
rompared with railway charges) shows a 
difference of $13,000, or $2.60 per ton, in 
favor of the water route. 

This saving on one shipment means a 
great deal for the future development of 
Sheffield, and, indeed, for the development 
of all the southern iron fields.

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About Canning Factories. 

The Tennille Enterprise has taken the 
trouble to obtain a reliable estimate of the 
cost of a canning factory. 

Almost any kind of building will do—an 
old warehouse, store, any sheltered place. 
The boiler, engine, machinery for making 
cans, and the fixtures fora factory that will 
pack 10,000 cans a day can be had for 
$2,000. 

Any small town in Georgia can secure 
plenty of cheap labor. Women, girls and 
boys are able to do nearly all the work in a 
canning factory. 

At present we have no market for the 
bulk of our vegetables and fruits. If we can 
them they willalways command a market, 
and the money-will be kept at home. There 
is not much"danger of over-production in 
this industry: A city like Atlanta should 
have one or more large canning factories, 
and they should be tried on a smaller scale in 
our towns. They would be of great benefit 
mot only to our farmers but to our suburban 
gardeners. Within our city limits there are 
hundreds of persons who raise a big surplus 
of fruit and vegetables which they cannot 
sell. With a canning factory at their doors 
they would be able to put a snug little sum 
of money in their pockets every year with- 
out extra trouble. 

This industry, conducted properly, is a 
profitable one, and it requires very little 
money to start it. Some of our enterprising 
young men should look into it. 


A New Insurance Wrinkle. 

' A cable dispatch last week stated that one 
gf the leading life insurance companies in 
Vienna had decided to dispense with medi- 
cal examinations and certificates, and accept 
@r reject applicants upon their own formal 
accounts of their physical condition. 

The explanation was made that medical 
examinations cost more than they were 
worth, and that an applicant’s full: and de- 
liberate answers to the questions put to him 
threw all the light upon the situation that 
was needed. 

. The New York Sun has intérviewed sev- 
eral prominent life insurance men upon the 
mew Vienna method, and they do not hesi- 
tate to express their disapproval. The ex- 
periment across the water will be watched 


with interest, but itis not likely that the 


companies in this country will be in a hurry 
to test it themselves. 


The Siege of a Soul. 

Mr. William Taylor, a clerk in Hoboken, 
New Jersey, had a strange adventure, the 
other night. 

Taylor was about to close his office for the 
night whena woman walked in and asked for 
his employer. When informed that he had 
gone home the woman fell on her knees and 
began praying for the clerk. 

All this was embarrassing, and Taylor re- 
quested her to leave. The visitor refused 
to go. The clerk was afraid to leave her in 
the office while he went out for a policeman, 
and so he remained, hoping that she would 
BO away. 

But the woman could not be persuaded to 
go. She prayed in German, Swedish and 
English. About midnight the clerk made a 
determined effort to get rid of the intruder. 
He failed, and then made himself comfort- 
able on a couple of chairs. 

The female evangelist prayed right along 
all night, occasionally pausing for a few 
minutes to rest herself, In the morning the 
proprietor gf the office found his clerk dozing 
on the chairs. The woman explained that 

‘the Lord had commanded her to pr2v. all 
pight to save Taylor’s soul, but as that 
young man was swearing at her in a very 


she had done more harm than good. The 
two men succeeded in making her leave, but 
the Hoboken clerks are now afraid to remain 
in their offices after dark, and whenever a 
woman with a Salvation Army expression 
makes her appearance there is a riotous rush 
for the street. An all night prayer siege is 
too much for the average New Jersey busi- 
ness man, especially when his wife is wait- 
ing for him at home. 


Where Is the Surplus? 

Under the democratic administration of 
the government, which was honest and eco- 
nomical, the surplus in the treasury grew so 
large that it threatened to become an issue. 
Mr. Cleveland wrote a special message dis- 
cussing its bearing on taxation, and states- 
men and newspapers concerned themselves 
with it. It was something more than an 
issue—it was a danger, and the democrats 
were preparing to take advantage of it to 
materially reduce taxation, and thus give the 
people the benefit of the accumulation of 
their money in the treasury. 

But where is the surplus iow? The ques- 
tion is an interesting one, but it is a sufficient 
answer to say that the republicans have had 
it in charge for nearly a year. Such an an- 
swer as that covers everything and explains 
everything. The ways and means commit- 
tee, however, think that some other expla- 
nation is necessary. 

This committee, it will be remembered, 
started out with the idea of reducing taxa- 
tion and the surplus by cutting off revenue 
in various directions; but this programme 
has undergone material change. The com- 
mittee say they will répeal the tobacco tax 
‘unless it is found that the revenue cannot 
be spared.’’ In other words, the committee 
have come to the conclusion that the needs 
of the party will not leave any surplus in the 
treasury, 

The treasury report estimates that there 
will be a surplus of $92,000,000 in the treas- 
ury at the close of the present fiscal year. 
But the ways and means committee find that 
all this surplus will be needed to meet the 
demands for new expenditures under the 
great and good republican administration, 

‘‘Liberal appropriations’ is the name for 
this scandalous waste of the people’s money. 


New and Old Reforms. 

There is nothing alarming about Bellamy- 
ism and Georgeism. In every age genuine 
progress marches over dead reforms. 

The reader will say that we are speaking 
of isms. Undoubtedly, but let us be parlia- 
mentary, and call them what their followers 
called them—reforms. 

Noting the recent birthday of Susan B. 
Anthony, the Chicago Herald gives a resume 
of the whirlwind of reform in which she 
has been gyrating for the past half century. 
One of her early contemporaries was Garri- 
rison, who wanted to abolish, not only 
slavery, but the constitution and the govern- 
ment. He was for spiritualism and Graham- 
ism, and claimed that he drew his inspira- 
tion directly from God, and was amenable 
only to the higher law. Nathaniel Parker 
Rogers took the ground that there should be 
no human government, and that every man 
should be a law unto himself. One reformer 
advised his followers not to touch money or 
pay taxes. He said that all trade should be 
barter. Another man fancied that he looked 
like Jesus, and went about trying to per- 
suade people to imitate him. Father Lam- 
son wanted every man to wear long hair and 
whiskers, and carry a scythe in order to 
bring on the millennium. In those daysa 
sect arose with the declaration that the God 
worshipped by the Christians was really the 
devil. Parker Pillsbury compared the 
churches to brothels and gaming houses, and 
organized men to visit churches every Sun- 
day and interrupt the services. A crowd of 
menand women came tothe front advo- 
cating perfectionism, adventism, vegetarian- 
ism, mesmerism, spiritualism, Grahamism, 
Fourrierism, free-loveism, Fanny Wright- 
ism, non-resistance, no government, and anti- 
religion. Wendell Phillips worked for dis- 
union and never stopped until after the 
downfall of the confederacy. Brownson ar- 
gued that a man who thought the same way 
six months must necessarily be wrong. Tho- 
reau lived in a hut to show the world that 
a man could live on fifteen dollars a year. 
Brook farm was organized as a sort of com- 
mune, and came near being broken up by a 
gentleman who claimed the right to sit down 
at the dinner table in the costume of Adam, 
One society taught that all knowledge was 
inborn, and that no teaching was necessary. 
Another claimed that the perfected man 
could work miracles. 

What did all these reformers accomplish? 
Emerson says that they filled the world with 
long words and long hair. 

This list embraces only afew of the so- 
called reforms of the last generation. We 
can afford to be patient and tolerant. The 
professional reformer says terrible and start- 
ling things, but he is not a very bad fellow. 
He simply wants to mind his neighbor’s 
business instead of his own. He wants to 


pose on platforms and figure in the newspa- 


pers. He wants to live without work, and 
make himself comfortable by passing around 
the hat. He will run his course, and then 
leave the stage to his successor who may be 
expected to perform his great specialty of a 
windbag in convulsions with signal.success. 

Let us deal gently with these alleged re- 
formers. All they want is our support—our 
financial support—a share of our daily bread. 
Let us give itto them. When we fill their 
yawning hats we make them happy. 


The Hoar Bill. 

Senator Hoar’s bill, prescribing ‘‘in part 
the election of members of congress,’’ is a 
more sinister measure than appears on the 
surface. The avowed intention of the meas- 
ure is to prevent the democrats of the Ohio 
legislature from revising the republican ger- 
rymander of the congressional districts of that 
state. 

But the bill is purely a partisan affair, and 
is intended in avroundabout and an indirect 
manner, to procure a declaration on the part 
of congress that it has the right to interfere 
in the congressional districts of a state. 
This declaration once made, the force bill, 
which has been promoted and advocated by 
republicans of the Bill Chandler stripe, fol- 
lows as a natural result, 

Indeed, the Hoar bill, as it stands, is as 
obnoxious as the Chandler force bill. Its 
purpose is to give congress control of the 
congressional districts in all matters pertain- 
ing to their formation and adjustment. Un- 
der this bill, the congressional districts are to 
be kept just as they are until congress shall 
order or proceed to make a new apportion- 
ment under the new census of 1890,

Boston speech. He denounced the address 
as treasonable, and said that nothing more 
atrociously insulting to northern sentiment 
had been heard since a southern senator 
threatened to call the roll of his slaves on 
Bunker Hill. 

Mr. Cook will find that he stands alone 
in his insane paroxysm of hate. Republic- 
ans and democrats alike have pronounced 
Mr. Grady’s speech the most eloquent plea 
for peace and union, and law and order, that 
was ever heard in Bostun. The charge that 
it contained a single treasonable sentiment 
is as absurdly false as Mr. Cook’s deliberate 
repetition of the notorious lie about the 
threat of a southern senator to call the roll 
of his slaves on Bunker Hill. 

If Joseph Cook chooses to steal the 
liverly of heaven to serve the devil in, he 
must take the consequences. In this re- 
united country there is absolutely no room 
for an apostle of hate. 


Railroad Time and Reform. 

Cincinnati has at last succumbed to the 
‘‘standard’’ time fiend, but it consoles us 
to know that there is one city in the United 
States that had common sense enough to 
stick to real time so long. We are under the 
impression that Savannah—our own forest 
city—turned her broad back on the ‘‘stand- 
ard’’ time several months ago. If this is 
the case, Savannah is now the only city in 
the country that has the distinction of look- 
ing at clocks that tell the truth in the old- 
fashioned way. 

Atlanta embraced the ‘‘standard’’ time 
most heartily, doubtless with the view of 
leading the procession in that as well as in 
other things. The older heads of the town 
no doubt perceive the utter absurdity of the 
whole business, but some of the younger 
ones are of the opinion that something is 
accomplished by saying that a train leaves 
Atlanta at 1:50, when in fact it leaves at 
2:30. 

We have seen long and learned explana- 
tions of the benefits of this sort of thing, 
but we are not certain that either travelers 
or trains get along better now than when 
they were moving along under the awful 
shadow of the truth. It is said that the 
new scheme of prevarication helps trains to 
run on schedule time—just how we do not 
know. But as time bears a definite relation 
to distance, why not come to their aid in 
that important matter? Why not say, for 
instance, that Savannah is only one hundred 
and forty miles distant from Atlanta? This 
would doubtless be a great comfort both to 
railroads and those who travel on them. 

Truth is mighty and will prevail.

Taylor from the Dade county convict camp to 
the Milledgeville lunatic asylum. 

Taylor last year committed the unnatural 
crime of murdering Judge Sam Field, his 
adopted father and benefactor. The murder 
and the trial of Taylor created a great sensa- 
tion at the time it occurred. It will be remem- 
bered by all who took an interest in the 
matter. How Judge Field found young Tay- 
lor when he wasa little boy without a legiti- 
mate father, and how he took pity on him and 
brought him up, trying to the best of his ability 
to create for the lad a better future than he 
could otherwise expect. One evening Judge 
Field returned to his home and found that his 
stock had been greatly neglected. He told 
Taylor, who wasa boy of twenty, that if the 
thing occurred again he wouldwhip him. The 
next night when he returned home he found 
Taylor talking to several young men 
and in his hand he held a 
gun. Judge {Field held a small switch, and 
when he was within a few paces of the party, 
and before a word had been spoken Taylor 
raised his weapon and dischar it in the face 
of his friend and benefactor, killing him in- 
stantly. 

At the trial it was proved that the young 
murderer had suffered from epileptic fits since 
his boyhood, and a doubt of his sanity saved 
his life, and he was sentenced toimprisonment 
for life. Since his incarceration 
the fits have returned with 
greater violence, ‘and it became evident to the 

rison authorities that he was dangerously 
insane. A commission of lunacy was sworn 
out recently before the Dade county authori- 
ties, and Governor Gordon’s action yesterday 
is the final act in the drama. 

Military Matters. 

Adjutant-General Kell received yesterday 
the resignation of Captain T. S. Wylly, of the 
McIntosh Light Dragoons, and also that of 
Robert H. Knox, the first lieutenant of the 
same company. Captain Wyly’s election to 
fill the position of first major of the first regi- 
ment of Georgia Cavalry made his resigna- 
tion necessary. Lieutenant Knox gave no 
reason for the action he has taken. 

The Georgia Huzzars. 

Adjutant-General Kell issued an order yes- 
terday directing Colonel Gordon to examine 
the following officers: G. P. Pritchard, for 
captain of the Georgia Huzzars; Beirne Gor- 
don, for-first lieutenant, and Abraham Minis, 
as second lieutenant, of the same company. 
The Georgia Huzzars was formerly commanded 
by Colonel Gordon, and when he was elected 
to his present position an entirely new staff of 
officers was chosen. 

A New Record. 

A new report book was forwarded by Adju- 
tant-General Kell to the commanders of all 
companies, which they will be obliged to keep 
and have ready for inspection at any time. In 
the new book a record of all drills and parades 
will be kept. The number of officers and also 
the privates present at each drill will be noted, 
and attached to each report is an 
affidavit which the commanding officer 
is required to _ sign, stating the 
condition in which he finds his men. In 
order to avoid confusion the reports of the 
drills will be kept in black ink and those of 
parades will be kept inredink. Each book 
contains the blank reports for seventy-two 
drills or parades. 

Colonel Northen is Here. 

Colonel W. J. Northen was at the capitol 
yesterday, and passed some time conferring 
with Commissioner Henderson and Colonel 
Waddell. He said he had come to Atlanta 
partly to see his son and partly to promote 
business. Heconsulted with Colonel Waddell 
on the next state fair in which he 
is greatly interested. Colonel Waddell de- 
clined to take charge of a department, as his 
duties as assistant commissioner of agriculture 
require his entire attention. He told Colonel 
Northern, however, that he was entirely at 
his service, and if he was needed he would do 
all in his power to promote the interests of the 
fair. Colonel Northern declined to talk on 

olitical matters. He said, however, that he 
had been misquoted on several occasions and 
expected to be so in the future.

Mayor Glenn, of Atlanta, made a very thought- 
ful speech at the banquet of the chamber of com- 
merce last week. It was not long, and it was free 
from meretricious rhetoric, but it was manly in 
sentiment and sound to the core. Mayor Glenn 
is evidently a democrat on principle. Among 
other things, he said: 

“Gentlemen, it is needless for me to say that we 
have accepted in good faith the new dispensation, 
as all its responsibilities, and intending 
under all circumstances to do our duty, but we 
still cling in spite of change and pro, to some 
of the old-fashioned notions of the past. We 
believe that ‘honesty is the best policy, not alone 
in dealings between iudividuals, but also be- 
tween the government and the people. Decep- 
tion in legislation is as dishonest as cheating 
in business, and the government § robber 
under form of law is morally as guilty 
as the highway robber in _ violation of 
law. Wehave not forgotten the old-time maxim 
that this government was established, and should 
be so administered, as to ‘do the test good to 
the greatest number,’ and that classes and priv- 
ileges were unknown to the fathers, and are an- 
tagonistic to every theory upon which our goy- 
ernment is based. 

“We believe in eee the government 
mainly by a tariff—a tariff laid for revenue only, 
and just enough revenue for its economical sup- 


rt. 

We believe that the government. federal and 
state, as the creator, is superior to any and all its 
creatures, and that when the question of control 
arises the creator should contro] the creature and 
not the creature the creator. But do not under- 
stand me as saying that the south is lagging be- 
hind. Weare trying to keep abreast with the 
times, but we know that these are living princi- 
ples upon which our government should ever rest, 
and that all reform or progress which swings loose 
from them will be h ul and cannot last. 

We venture to say that the northern republicans 
who heard Mayor Glenn were more impressed by 
the sincerity and manlines of his brief but elo- 
quent speech than they were by the gush of some 
of the long-winded and platitadiness orators who 
madeé the Kimball house to ring with the rever- 
berations of their sonorousness. When Grady 
went to Boston, he did not apologize because he 
hailed from Georgia; when the Boston bigwigs 
visted Atlanta, Glenn told them that he was glad 
to see them, but he was a plain, old-fashioned 
democrat, a democrat on principle.

THE SHOOTING OF AN ITALIAN BAR- 
KEEPER IN MACON. 


The Injured Man Declares He Will Not Rest 
Until the Man Who Shot Him Is 
Brought to Justice. 


“It’s only a blind to throw me of the track, 
but it wont work.” . 

The words were spoken with an Italian ac- 
cent, by the barkeeper, Berni, who Was shot 
Christmas night by Jim Matthews, in the 
Commercial hotel bar at Maton. 

He has declared a vendetta. 

‘No, sir, I don’t believe he is dead, and I’ll 
hunt him down and prosecute him, if it takes 
the balance of my life,’’ continued Befni, with 
anemphasis which showed that he meant 
what he said. 

Berni is at present stopping in Atlanta. He 
came up from Macon last Friday. Before go- 
ing to Macon, three months ago, he had lived 
in Atlanta for four years and is very well 
known here. Most of the time he was in the 
employ of W. E. Hayne & Son, tending a fruit 
stand on Wall street. 

Berni had been shown a copy of yesterday’s 
CONSTITUTION containing a dispatch from 
Denver, Colorado, in which an account of 
Matthews’s death in that city several days 
ago was given. 

“I don’t believe there is a bit of truth in 
that,’”’ he continued. “Its only gotten up to 
throw the law off his track so he can go free. 
But it won’t do. I don’t believe Matthews is 
“any more dead than I am—not half so near, 
and just as soon as I get able I will hunt him 
out and bring him to the law. I’ll make him 
suffer a little for what he made me suffer.” 

It has been only within the past week that 
Berni has been able to be about. At one time 
it was thought he would die, and even now is 
not considered out of danger from the wound. 

The readers of THe ConsTITUTION are fa- 
miliar with the story of the shooting, with the 
flight of Matthews, the man who did the shoot- 
ing, and the report of his sudden death in 
Denver. 

In Macon there are many who question the 
veracity of the reported death of Matthews, 
and the arrival of the remains, which have 
been ordered sent to that city from Denver, is 
looked to with interest. 

“If he’s dead, why don’t they send the body 
back,’’ said Berni. ‘‘It’s had plenty of time 
te get there by this time.”’ 

Berni firmly believes that the newspaper 
accounts of Matthews’ death are ‘‘faked;’’ 
that they have all been written by his friends, 
who want to throw dust in his eyes and finally 
induce him to forget the matter, when Mat- 
thews will, more than likely, turn up all right. 

The grand jury of Bibb county has indicted 
Matthews, and, up tothe report of his death, 
every effort was being made to apprehend him. 

When the news of the death was telegraphed 
to Matthews’s relatives the remains were or- 
dered sent to Macon at once. This was last 
Friday, and the body has not yet reached there. 

This gave rise to Berni’s belief, and he says 
he will never be satisfied that his assailant is 
no more until he sees the remains with his own 
eyes. 

But the reports from Denver came through 
the legitimate channels, and itis more than 
probable that they are correct, and that Berni 
will have to declare the ‘‘vendetta”’ off.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 19--The stock market 
today was again active and weak, the bears-making 
the most determined drive, which they have done 
for a long time, and the effort was crowned with 
gnarked success. The decline in Rock Island still 
remains unchanged and although friends of the 
company assert that the annual report will show 
asurplus over dividend,s§there is an impression 
on the street that some one is Selling out, and 
holders are beginning to feel uneasy. Today con- 
siderable long stocks came out and helped along 
‘the decline, though the bears got more help from 
the = traders than from that sonrce. 
The general list does not act in sympathy 
with weakness in the grangers, but the heaviness 
resulted from an _ indisposition to enter 
into new ventures, engendered by the decline in 
those stocks. The action of the trunk lines in re- 
fusing to quote rates west of Chicago confines the 
ficht to that territory, and the only sufferers by 
the cutting will be lines in that section, and prin- 
cipally Rock Island, and Burlington and Quincy. 
In accordance with this fact the last named stock 
was savagely attacked in conjunction with Rock 
Island, and while it was not active, it kept pace 
with it in the downward movement, aud three per 
cent had been knocked off of its value before the 
re-action appeared, and that was fora small frac- 
tiononly. Pressure was tendered towards Louis- 
ville and Nashville and Tennessee coal today, and 
both were seriously depressed, though the for- 
mer recovered most of its loss, 
white the drop of 5% per cent in the latter was 
only partailly regained. Other specialties, such 
as Oregon Short Line, Big Four, and some others 
felt the weakness particularty, and little recovery 
was made except in the Big Four. The bears are 
again working the money scare, notwithstanding 
that rates on call got no higher than 4% per cent 
and loans were made as low as 2 per cent, while 
funds were offering at 1 per cent without 
takers at the close. Considerable business was 
done in Lackawanna, Missouri Pacific and Union 
Pacific, but while all three were materially lower 
than their highest prices, during the afternoon a 
recovery took place, which brought them all 
up to within a small fraction of last night’s close. 
The only really strong stock on the list was Jersey 
Central which, however, is lifted by its friends, 
whenever it seems necessary to do so, and its 
movements had no influence on the remainder of 
the market. Trusts were unusually quiet today, and 
transactio&sin the unlisted department reached 
only 35,271 shares and sugar rose one percent net 
during the day. The market was devoid of further 
feature and finally closedi steady to firm after a 
fractional rally from the lowest prices. Trading 
inlisted stocks reached 283,637 shares. Jersey 
Central is up 1%, but Burlington after allowing 
for the dividends, is down 2%, Rock Island 1%, 
and Oregon Short Line 244.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features. of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, February 19—A very fair business 
was transacted in wheat, and the feeling devel- 
oped was firm. The market had the appearance of 
doing better, though operators were disposed to 
act cautiously. There was good buying, possibly 
to cover shorts, but, while orders were quite large 
at times, it was noticed that offetings were being 
quietly absorbed and generallly resulted in a re- 
covery from the various weak spots which existed. 
Reports of colder weather in the west had some 
influence on the market, as did also advices con- 
firming the crop damage in Australia. There was 
a large trade during the first hour, after which the 
market became rather quiet. 

Corn—The heaviness which has prevailed for sev- 
eral days disappeared in a measure, and there 
was good buying, particularly of May and July. 
The better tone was attributed to receipta not run- 
ning as large as of late. Talk about the Canadian 
government taking the import duty off of corn 
had a stimulating influence, and no donbt induced 
considerable buying. The market opened strong 
a shade above the closing price of yesterday, and 
under a good demand advanced 4c, receded fome, 
ruled firmer and closed %4@%<¢c better than yes- 
terday. 

Oats were unsettled, but a fair volume of busi- 
ness was transacted. The market opened easy, 
but soon became firm, the strength in wheat and 
corn helping considerably. There was fair buy- 
ing, and prices for May and June advanced '4c. 
On the bulge there was large offerings, but later a 
recession to opening prices followed. In the lat- 
ter part of the session a firmer feeling again de- 
veloped, and prices advanced 14@%c, the market 
closing steady at about the outside price of the day. 

Speculation in mess pork was of exceedingly 
small volume, and the market was steady. Fluc- 
tuations narrowed, and the closing prices were 214 
@5c lower. 

Lard was the center of interest in the provisions 
pit, and under persistent hammering by the bear 
element prices receded 2'3@5c all around. 

Trading in short ribs was as under the average and 
a general easy feeling prevailed. Prices did not 
decline much.
